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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims73-89, 172, 173 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Foster (6,500,182). 

With respect to claims 73, 83, 172, Foster discloses a method of controlling the 
deformation of an implant, comprising providing a medical implant (10); positioning a 
restraining element (14) relative to the implant, which restraining element prevents 
deformation of at least some of the implant, applying a deformation force using at least 
one tube, as set forth in column 6, lines 32-55; controlling the deformation of the implant 
using the restraining element; as set forth in column 6, lines 32-55. 

It is noted that did not teach of the steps of moving the restraining element to a 
new position and repeating the applying, controlling and moving a plurality of times; as 
claimed by applicant. However, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to duplicate theses steps, since it has been 
held mere duplication of the essential working parts of a device involves only routine 
skill in the art. St. Regis Paper Co. v. Bemis Co., 193 USPQ 8. 

With respect to claim 74-82, 84-89, 173, the method steps, as set forth, would 
have obviously carried out in the operation of the device, as set forth above. 
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Response to Amendment 

Applicants arguments with respect to claims 73-89,172, 173 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-72, 100-171, are allowed.
